WOUNDS OF GEN. DIAZ. 
REPORTED SUPERFICIAL 


Diaz Made a Slurring Remark 
About the Leader of the 
Opponents of Huerta and - 
Was at Once Knifed—Diaz 
Recently Fled From Gen. 
Huerta. 


Havana, November 6,—General 
Felix Diaz was wounded in an alterca- 
tion which occurred in the Malecon 
tonight. He was stabbed twice, being 
wounded behind the car and in the 
neck. He also was beaten with canes: 

General Diaz, with Cecilio Ocon, a 
fellow-fugitive from Mexico, and Luis 
Malda, were listening to a band con- 
cert in the Malecon, when 4 group of 
Mexicans, among them a young Mexi- 
can, Pedro Guerrero, passed the Diaz 
party. 

Diaz is said to have made. some un- 
pleasant remarks about the followers 
of Carranza, whereupon Guerrero 
went to the sea wall, where other 
Mexicans were seated, and informed 
them of Diaz’ alleged insult. 

The entire group came back to 
where Diaz and his friends were con- 
versing, and hot words were .6x- 
changed. Guerrero sprang at Diag 
with a knife, wounding him. The wo 
struggled for a moment together, when 
a policeman seized Guerrero by the 
shoulders. Someone drew a revolver 
and fired. The bullet struck Guer: 
Tero. 

Diaz was taken to a hospital, but it 
was found his wounds were superfl- 
cial. Guerrero is seriously. -wounded.

Escape of Diaz From Vera tru 
{ General Felix Diaz made his éscapé 
|from Mexican sojl ‘October 27, taki 
refuge on board the United States gw: 
boat Wheeling at Vera Cruz. He wii 
transferred to the Louisiana and from 
there to the battleship Michigan, later 
being put aboard the steamer Esperat 
za, which reached Havana last Mon- 
day. 
| A's long ago as October 15 the Cuban 
government was warned that a band of 
Mexican conspirators were planning to 
kill General Diaz, who then was on his 
way from Europe to Mexico. The 
Cuban government took precautionary 
measures and Diaz was closely guard- 
@d when he landed at Havana on his 
homeward voyage. 

There were rumors’ of other plots 
against his life, when it was learmed 
that he was to return to Havana. A 
late Vera Crus dispatch reported that 
Diaz had left behind him there alleged 
proof that an agent of the government 
was on his wt to Vera Cruz with or- 
ders to take Diaz to Mexico City, dead 
or alive.

General Diaz was the candidate off 
the national democratic party for the! 
presidency. He had been sent out of

May Lift Embargo. 

Alternative measures that the Untted 
States might take in event of a re- 
jection by Huerta of the Amerioan de- 
mands were variously discussed today 
in official olrcles. Attention centered 
chiefly on the proposal to remove the 
embargo on arms. The president in- 
dicated that nothing new had been de- 
termined upon in this connection. In 
his recent address tu congress he toog 
a strong position against giving arms

Members of congress, and especially 
many of the senate foreign relations 
committee, think the embargo should 
be lifted and that the ovnstitutionalists 
would then be able by force of arms 
to oust Huerta.

Declares Conviction of the 
Guilt of Mendel Beiliss. 


Kiev, Russia, November 6.-\The 
fame of Mendel Beiliss, who is stand- 
ing trial for the alleged murder of 
the Christian boy, Andrew Yushin- 
sky, barely was mentioned in the clos- 
ing speech of the prosecution today. 
This was observed by auditors as the 
same thing that happened when coun.

Toward the end of hie address to- 
day, however, the prosecution expressed 
profound conviction that Belliss was 
guilty. and remarked that the accused 
had been seen dragging young Yu- 
shinsky toward the brick furnace, 
where Beiliss was employed.

Efficient’ Housekeeping 


FOR DICKEY-BIRD. 


So many bird end pet lovers have sent 
me post card requests for directions for 
feeding and caring for pet canaries that 

I shall give the recipe 
for “saffron cake” here, 
and to those who sent a 
stamped envelope I will 
send personal replies. 
Saffron Cake—This is 
for birds who have lost 
their beautiful yellow 
plumage-as well as their 
song. It may also be 
fed to spiritless or 
drooping birds and to 
nestlings. It will re- 
store the yellow color 
to the plumage and Is an 
excellent tonic. One 
cup of flour, three ta- 
blespoons of sugar, two 
fresh laid eggs and an 
ounce of saffron leaves. 
Mix the saffron with a 
cup of boiling water 
and let {t steep over 
night. Strain the liquid 
from the saffron and mix 
1t with the above Ingredients. Spread in a 
thin layer and bake until hard in a slow 
oven. This will keep for years and a bit 
should be kept in the cage continuously. 

German Paste Song Restorer is made from 
rape seed and this recipe ip from my little 
book on Care of Canaries. I had it from a 
bird importer and have found it invaluable, 
Buy a few ounces of genuine rape seed and 
bruise them in a bowl or mortar; fan away 
the husks. Add an equal amount of stale 
white bread crumb and work these two in- 
Sredients into a paste with a pestle or the 
hands. Dry this 1p the oven and when hard 
crumble it up and keep in a tight canister. 
When the canary seems to need a change 
of diet mix a teaspoon of this with a fourth 
of @ hard boiled egg, a sprinkle of paprika 
and a pinch of sugar. Add just enough 
water to moisten it, This 1s excellent food 
for nestlings and 1s fine for old birds. To 
those correspondents who complain that their 
birds throw their seed out of thelr cups I 
would suggest that some other brand of seed 
be purchased. Turnip seed is often used 
in the place of rape by unscrupulous packers 
and again seeds are too hard for the young 
birds to break. I have often seen birds with 
bills split or cracked from hard seed 

Feather pulling can be cured by a change 
of location or by the introduction of a bit 
of twine or anything that will attract the 
bird's attention. 

Lice will not trouble birds that are kept 
in clean cages, but if this parasite has at- 
tacked your pet hang a little bag of sulphur 
In the cage and place a piece of cotton at th 
end of each perch The tnsects will crawl 
into the cotton and may be burned. At night 
a white cloth should be spread over the cage 
and in the morning removed and examined. 
If there are lice on it scald with boiling 
water, It requires about two weeks of this 
treatment to remove the pests and the cage 
must be frequently scalded and the bird bo 
allowed to bathe every day. 

It you are as good to your bird as you 
ought to be, they will exhibit thelr confidence 
in your sympathy and make their wants 
known in a very charming manner. I have 
a little lady bird who wants to make a nest 
now, against our better judgment, and when 
anyone comes within her reach she pulls 
their hair to show what she wants.

The Safety of Travel. 


(From Leslie's.) 

Travel never was safer than it is today. 
The danger by accident on sea or land has 
been minimized almost to the lowest degree. 
A remarkable calculation was recently made, 
based on statistics of accidents and mileage 
traveled on American railroads. It was 
found that the average railroad trip was 
thirty-four miles. Taking the fatalities on 
our railroads and dividing them among tha 
number of miles covered, we find that one 
could take 2,273,000 such trips safely before 
he would meet with an accident. If a trav- 
eler were to ride out this number of jour- 

8, taking two a day for every business 

of the year, he could travel for 4,000 
before his accident policy would be 
due. 

Accidents on sea are still less Hable to 
occur, and in these days of wireless teleg- 
raphy. ocean travel is safer than any other 
kind.

DID NAPOLEON MEAN TO INVADE. ENGLAND? 


In following the military career of Napo- 
leon, with his Implied intention of not stop- 
ping until he had conquered Europe, the 
Question naturally enters the mind as to 
why he did not carry his campaign into 
England and conquer that country—if such 
a thing would have been possible—and put 
that nation out of the game of war. This 
Would have saved France the humiliation 
of surrendering to her greatest foe, the 
English. Did Napoleon have a scheme to 
invade England, which he never carried out, 
or was it merely a feint? 

Nearly a thousand letters of the em- 
peror and his ministers would leave little 
doubt on the subject that such a serious 
enterprise was pursued by Napoleon and 
his marshals during several years with gen- 
uine passion. There is no reason to be- 
lieve these letters were meant for publica- 
tion or to throw dust In the eves of dupes 
in London and Paris. They ure confiden- 
tal letters and are full of the most minute 
directions for the armament and organiza- 
‘on of troops, the purchase of material, the 
construction of transports and fighting ves- 
sels, and the movements of fleets. 

There are a few historians. who atterupt 
to discover a mystery at any cost, pho 
would try to make it appear that Napoleon 
went through all this toil for no other pur- 
pose than to frighten England and mislead 
Austria as to the use he meant to make of 
his army, 

English naval officers who are convinced 
of the physical tmposs!billty of success, and 
clear-minded politicians who realize the aw- 
ful risks, have from tne first doubted 
whether so great @ military conqueror as 
Napoleon could have meant to launch on 
what they are persuaded would have been 
@ rulnous adventure. Admirals Colomb and 
Sir R, Vesey Hamilton, of the British navy, 
have, in recent years, spoKen for the sea 
officers and have both shown themselves 
sstemely, Feluctant to believe that the 
cheme of invasion w 
sauome of as more than a mere 

The case, however, for the negailve has 
been fairly stated by Mr. Sloane, the au- 
thor of one of the most excellent lives of 
Napoleon. He himself is among those who 
think that the endless bustle of prepara~ 
tions at Boulogne and the elaborate plot 
for conveying a strong naval force Into 
the English channel were only screens to 


cover the formation of an army to be used 
against Austria. 

Sloane states that Napoleon at vartous 
times asserted that he never meant to carry 
out the invasion. But Napoleon, it ts pointed 
out by a writer on the subject, was “so 
constant a lar in word and deed that his 
assertions, or his silence where a truthful 
man would have spoken, are alike worthless 
4s evidence when taken by themselves.” 

Miot de Melito, in his memoirs, says that 
everybody did believe that Napoleon intend- 
ed to invade England. Metternich was one 
of those, however, who never thought Napo- 
leon capable of endeavoring to cross the 
channel, and it is sald that In 4810,. when 
he was in Paris after the Austrian mar- 
riage, he told the emperor, while they were 
ariving together, that this had always been 
his view, and Napoleon assured him he was 
right. = 

To this, however, it has to be answered 
that one of the elements of Metternich’s 
strength was a serene trust in his own in- 
fallible insight, and that Napoleon, was & 
master In the art of flattery, when he chose. 
“Ah, M. de Metternich, it fs vain to try te 
deceive you,” fvas the delicate thing to say 
in one form of words or another since it 
suited the purpose in hand to please the 
confidential minister of his* father-in-law. 

But {f Napoleon told the truth to the 
Austrian, how are hig pertinaclous efforts 
to be accounted for to bring a fleet togeth- 
er in the channel, where it could not have 
escaped England's blows, if he did not look 
to It to give him command of the water. 

The evidence for or against the sincerity 
of Napoleon's intention to invade England, 
if he could, must be sought in his confi- 
dential letters to his officers, or ministers, 
and in the complete series of his actions. 
David Hanney, writing on the subject in 
1902, says: “For my part,’ though quite 
unable to share the adoration for Napo- 
lean's genius professed by many, I find ft 
Impossible to believe that he prepared the 
flotilla in wanton waste, meaning it to be 
@ scarecrow and nothing else, That he said 
he did to Metternich is very intelligible The 
scheme had failed, and it was his constant 
practice to falsify facts, or papers in order 
to conceal his mistakes.” Whether o not 
Napoleon contemplated such an invasion is 
a matter of personal opinion among those 
who have studied the correspondence and 
dissected the character of the great French 
general,

SIR WALTER RALEIGH. 


By GEORGE FITCH. 
Author of “At Good 014 Siwash” 


‘Bir Walter Raleigh is the world's great- 
est example of what can be accomplished 
by politeness. Born in 1552 in a peculiarly 
unhealthy time, owing to the general hostill- 
ty prevalling, he eked out a precarious liv- 
ing by fighting and discovering until about 
3808, when he returned from America with 
the price of a few weeks’ board and lodg- 
ing in his pockets, and while walking on 
the palace grounds discovered Queen Eliz- 
abeth hesitating before a muddy spot where 
the lawn sprinkler had flooded the vicinity. 

Sir Walter had only one mantle and 
owed his tailor for that, but he did not hes!- 
tate, Hastily removing it he laid it on the 
mud and begged the queen to walk over it 
She did so and while Walter hastened to 
the cleaners through the alleys the queen 
went back to her palace and appointed him 
gentleman—in waiting, discoverer extraord!- 
nary, Imperial poundmaster, second assistant 
postmaster-general and congressman from 
seven districts. She also sent him @ new 
sult of clothes. 

Sir Walter Raleigh was now a made man, 
but he did not bask in society and spend 
his time idly driving his racing car over 
the common people. He continued to explore 
and discover with great zeal and soon be- 
came so well acquainted with America that 
he would find the site of New York elty in 
4 few months from any given point without 
a guide. He colonized several southern is- 
lands, but owing to the promptness with 
which the colonists died vflunteers ran out 
and he had great difficulty in selling enough 
town lots to found the city of Raleigh, North 
Caroling. 

Sir Walter led a busy Hfe for fifteen 
years, helping to put the royal kibosh on 
the Spanish Armada and fighting up and 
down the map of the world with great en- 
ergy to the intense disgust of Spain. He 
discovered tobacco and introduced it in Eng- 
land, but was not gullty of rolling cigarettes. 
All would have been well for him if Eliza- 
beth had not died. Her nephew, who took 
over the stock, fixtures and good willot the 
empire, looked coldly on Raleigh ‘and declined 
to fall for the coat game or any other form 
of politeness, He stuck Sir Walter into 
prison where the latter lived for thirteen 
years writing poetry and books and feeling 
for his head each morning nervously as he 
awoke. Finally he was released because of 
some skillful press agent work concerning 
some of the king's mines in Guina, and burn-

New York, November 6.—The elec- 
tion of Willlam E. Werner, republican, 
as chief judge of the court of appeals, 
Was claimed tonight by William 
Barnes, dr, Fepablicen state chairman, 
Early returns lad indicated a plurality 
for illard Bartlett, democratico and 
Independence league candidate. 

Mr. Barnes conceded that the r 
publicans had not elected a sufficient 
number of republicans to the state as- 
sembly to control the lower house. 
They elected only seventy-four mem- 
bers, he said, while seventy-six are 
needed for a majority. 

Figures received by Chairman Barnes 
from forty-eight counties, most. of them 
Up-state, give a plurality of 93,209 for 
Werner. In twelve counties, including 
all those comprising the city of New 
York, the plurality for Bartlett is 89,- 
628, according to’ the chairman's fig- 
ures, indicating Werner's election y 
over 3,000 votes. 

Chairman Barnes claimed the two 
votes necessary to give the party the 
control in the assembly mould be se- 
cured from among thirty-one members 
of “complicated independence’—men 
whose election was brought about 
through coalition of progressives with 
either the republicans or the demo- 
crats Mr. Barnes claims that the pro- 
gressives elected only four assembly 
men. He concedes the election of 
forty-one democrats.
